One of the most brutal events of 
the strike took place at Turk street. 
within a block of the car barns, this 
noon. An elderly motorman named 


Moser started with D. M. Rue, a con- 
ductor, to walk one block to relieve a 
car crew on the Eddy-street line. They 
were followed by a gang of hoodlums 
with union badges, who hang around 
the carmen'’s headquarters on Turk 
street. 
MOB ASSAILS TWO MEN. 


As soon as they were out of sight of 
the police, several big ruffians jumped 


Rue managed by a 
frantic fight to shake them off and 
rushed back to the barn. Moser was 
knocked to the ground and horribly 
beaten, stamped on and kicked.

BUT OTHERWISE JUROR WOULD 
NOT VOTE TO HANG. 


Taleeman Whe During Examina- 
tion in Haywood Trial Says He is 
Opposed to Capital Punishment 
Except in Cases Where Society's 
Structure is Threatened, Accepted.

May 2%.—({Ex- 
Giusive Dispatch} The stre car 
Strike, which demoralized bus! es and 
Caused many acte of ruffianism in the 
past ten days, was formally deciared 
of this afternoon, and the men will 
return to work on conditions made by 
the company. These conditions are a 
voluntary raise of wages of i cent an 
hour, the men to work eleven instead 
of tweive hours as heretofore. 

John Reed, the Harvard graduate 
strike-breaker leader, left tonight with 
his corpse of strike-breakers, and cars 
are runningyeon all lines. 

The company won its fight against 
the union, ‘which wae not recognized 
in the negotiations that led up to the 
Settiement. Before a final agreement 
Was reached, however, the street car 
men were applying in squads of five 
Or six for their old positions, and many 
of them voluntarily informed the offi- 
cera that they had withdrawn from 
the union. 

When President Marshall was asked 
by some of the men if they would have 
to give up the union, he replied that 
he cared nothing for their religious, 
social, political or economic affiliations,

URLESQUE WINS 
FOR MOTORISTS. 


JOKE HELPS KILL OPPOSITION 
TO AUTO BILL. 


Ip connection with the great fight 
which Illinois motorists went through 
to get their automobile bill passed at 
the last session of the Illinois Legisia- 
ture, there occurred an incident which 
has been commented on all over the 
country. One of the advocates of the 
bill, Representative John FM. Robinson, 
became disgusted with the tactics of 
the opposition. They tried to amend 
the bill In every possible way. Finally 
Robinson himself, who seems to havea 
sense of humor. proposed a set of 
amendments. They were carried, but 
Speaker declared them lost, 
and the decision was not contested. 
Immediately thereafter the bill in its 
true form was passed. 

As the action of Robinson has been 
both criticised and praised, it is inter- 
esting to read the full text of his 
amendments. It may be said in pass- 
ing that he had a precedent, for the 
Board of Trade bil! was squeiched last 
year by an amendment legalizing 
poker games as brokerage in celluloid. 
The Robinson amendments were: 

fection 1. In case a farmer's horse 
will not pass a machine, the autoist 
will take his car apart and conceal the 
parts in the grass. 

Sec. 2. All autoists will wear dis- 
ises, ladies wil! go velled. and num- 
rs wiil be placed upon machines up- 

side down. 

Fec. 3%. In approaching curves, auto- 
ists will take the horn and go ahead on 
foot, sounding it one minute and 
listening the next. 

Sec. 4. In case of being called names, 
the autoist will pay no attention un- 
less he is called a “mollycoddie.” in 
which case he shal! pay his fine for 
assault. 

Sec. 5. Speed on country roads will 
be limited to ten miles an hour until 
the tourist sees a bailiff who does not 
eppear to have hed a drink in thirty 
days, when the motorist shall be per- 
mitted to make all the speed he can. 

. & In case of a break-down, the 
eutotst will have his machine out of 
the road and cover it with grass and 
brush, in order that no horse shali take 
fright pending repairs. 

c. 7 In ease the autoist hears «a 
farmer returning from town on Satur- 
day night uttering whoops and boun- 
cing his end gate in such a manner 
thet it can be heard a mile distant, the 
machine shall be turned and sent over 
the back track at full speed until the 


driver passes a house where & bare- 
armed lady carrying a club is hanging 
on the front gate, looking down the 
road toward town. 

Sec. & Whena wagon is sighted 
ahead the autoist will stop his ma- 
chine a half mile distant, approach 


with cigars, a bottle, and white flag, 
and in case the man on the seat re- 
mains cold, the autofiet will signal the 
driver. who shall approach with a 
hand-painted mirror for the wife and 
toys for the children, and tn the event 
that none of these avail, the autoist 
shal! return to the machine and start 
ahead at full epeed and ttit and kill as 
many of the contents of the wagon as 
is consistent with the horse power of 
the machine. 

Sec. 9. The ‘ourtng machine shall 
change color wii) vegetation. accord- 
ing to the season. in order that they 
may be rendered as inconspicuous as 
possible. During Apri! and May they 
shall be green. to match the grass; in 
June they shall be den, to match the 
wheat: in July and August they shall 
be pale gray. to match the dust that 
covers everything in the country; in 
September they shall be green again, 
to match the corn: In October they 
shall be red. to match the sumac; in 
November they shall be yellow. to 
match the pumpkin, and in December 
white, to match the snow.

T LEAST one serge costume is quite es- 
sential in every woman's wardrobe, es- 
pecially if she is planning a vacation 
outfit.

TAK MONEY. 


Council Committee of the Whole 
Approves Ordinance Providing Im- 
prisonment for Violation of the 
Purchasing Clause in Municipal 
Law—Many Violators. 


Sitting as a committee of the. wholc, 
the Council formally approved yester- 
day morning an ordinance making ita 
misdemeanor punishable by imprison- 
ment in the City Jafl, for any city offi- 
clal or city empleyé to purchase sup- 
Plies In the nameé of the municipality 
without firet securing proper author- 
fzation to.make such purchase. 

This ordinance has been hanging fire 
for three months; it is the result of an 
investigation of the manner in which 
the city has been securing its supplies. 

More than $1,900,000 is expended an- 
nually by the city for supplies. City 
Auditor Mushet has told the Council 
that the irregular method in which the 
purchases are made is responsibie for 
@ waste of more than 10 per cent. of 
this money. For four months the Coun- 
cll has sought to break up the habit of 
frregwar purchases, but its efforts 
have accomplished little for the reason 
that heads of departments continue to 
buy supplies without authorization. 
After the article has been received and 
used a request is seng to the Council 
that the purchase authorized, if 
there is any question’ the Councilmen 
are notifieq that the purchase has been 
made and that the city is bound to 


pay. 

This is the practice which the City 
Auditor and the Council Finance Com- 
mittee have sought to discourage. 
“When I came into office,” said Mr. 
Mushet to the Council yesterday, 
“more than 75 per cent. of the de- 
mands for supplies which came to me 
were irreguiar. I have sought to se- 
cure the cobperation ef the heads of 
eli departments to the end thet they 
might secure supplies in accordance 
with charter provisions, byt I stil! find 
that almost half the purchases made 
are irregular, in many cases illega!.”’

It is made of eight-ounce duck, the 
cut showing one made for one person. 
For two, make it proportionately 
wider. To make this . take a 
piece of canvas six feet wiic and nine 
feet long and fold it lengthwise in 
three folds. 
in the picture. then fold the bottom 
of the middie estrip up and sew it 
along the sides, leaving a jittle fullness 

making, at the bottem of your 
middle strip. a bag two feet wide and 
about twenty inches deep. This bag 
is for the protection of your feg¢t. 
SNUG AS A BUG. 

To make up your bed. apread the 
canvas on the ground and lay your 
blankets on it, spread out. Then fold 
them in the middie lengthwise, and 
tuck the bottoms into the bag. When 
you have kicked off your shoes and 
folded your coat up for a pillow you 
can craw! into the blankets, tuck your 
feet away in the bag, with your hands 
pull fret one and then the other of 
the side strips of canvas over you, 
fastening them with hooks or snaps, 
and say good night. 

To -make a first-class short-order 
mattress, with a full set of springs, 
eut four small tree trunks and lay 
them on the ground for a bed frame. 
Lay across these light ¢lder or willow 
shoots. crosswise, then a layer of 
small branches, with leaves still on 
them. Then on tep of these heap a 
big pile of leaves, grasses or pine 
needies, or all three, and spread your 
bed atop of the pile. In a few nights 
you will have a bed fit for a king. 

Instead of the firet layer of willow 
shoots, if you are ng to make quite 
a stay, you may find it worth while 
to take @ rope from your pack outfit 
and weave it back and forth across 
the frame, lengthwise aml crosswise.
